Germans Desire to Work Out 


Formula Which Will Be Ac- 


ceptable in America

Washington—German potash will be 


sold as usual this year to the Ameri_ 
can farmer, as most of the contracts 
are made from May 1, next, but the 
department of justice is going ahea<i 
with its plans to restarin if possible 
in succeeding seasons, any concerted 
attempt to change exorbitant prices. 


The litigation which Assistant At 


torney General Donovan has begun in 
order to test out the American policy ol 
opposition to foreign monopolies of 
ray materials, is based on the idea 
and that the department of justice's 
contentions in the case of the sisal 
monopoly will bo upheld by the su 
preme court of the United States 
though there is no telling when a de- 
cision will be rendered. 


The American farmer buys 13 pel 


cent of the German fertilizer and the 
department of justice is objecting- to 
the use by the German' potash syndi- 
cate of its power to fix prices for the 
American consumer. 
The ' German 


syndicate now is combined with the 
French, so that the problem is compli 
cated_in that the French government 
is a party to the transaction. 


TRY TO REACH TERMS 


The' German representatives who 


have been in conference here this week 
with officials of the department of jus- 
tice and the department of commerce, 
have expressed their desire to work 
out a. formula that will be acceptable 
to the American government but such 
a solution could not_be applied at once 
inasmuch"as"the"seasch for "making 
contracts for this year virtually is at 
hand! So the'temporary plan was ad- 
vanced by the German syndicate of 
going" ahead - through the' establish- 
ment of an American selling agency 
as a branch to a corporation organized 
under Holland laws. This plan has not 
been approved by the department be- 
cause it does not wish to prejudice its 


\ 
case when the broad principles of a 
permanent arrangement arc 
argued. 


Nevertheless, it is understood that no 
restraining order will be asked against 
this year's operations so that no finan- 
cial loss will be incurred while the 
principles are being threshed out. In 
deed, the temporary plan will be one 
of the things discussed when the iS' 
sues are joined in court or in informal 
conferences. 


FRIENDLY FEELING EXISTS 
The friendliest feeling: exists be- 


tween the German potash representa- 
tives and the officials of the American 
government for it is recognized that 
the point in dispute really involves a 
conflict in economic theory. The Ger- 
mans are hopeful that some method 
•will be worked out which will permit 
them to prove that by a constantly 
growing campaign of education in the 
• use of fertilizer, the prices will tend to 
drop rather than increase. In other 
words, they hope to operate in this 
.country a sales and educational or- 
ganization which will increase the 
volume of sales -and permit a decline 
in prices to act as an inducement to 
more extensive purchases. 


So with the" Germans ' contending- 
that their policies will be to reduce 
prices and the Department of .Justice 
arguing that their objection is really 
to the power to fix prices at will, some 
formyla which will-reconcile-the two 
viewpoints Is being sought. If is Is 
worked out, it may prove a precedent 
for the use of other 'foreign'monopo- 
lies desiring to open American branch*

The survivors who reached the cap 


ital on a relief train said the bandits 
or rebels who derailed the engine and 
then attacked the train shouted: 


"Long live Christ, the King." The\

200,000 


pesos, but did not lock the passenger 
in the burning coaches, as stated in 
previous reports. After

passengers, they ordered them to leave 
the coaches, which were then

Some of the passengers and soldiers 


were so severely wounded as to be un 
able to move. These were left within 
the coaches and were burned to death 
Tlirfee 'wounded soldiers survived o 
•the military escort, these three sav- 
ing their, lives by discarding their in- 
signia and posing as civilians. 


FIRE INTO TRAIN 


The attackers poured a heavy rifle 


fire through the coaches immediately 
after the- derailment of the train 
which was bound for Guadalapara to 
Mexico City. The soldier guard re- 
turned fire from the 
windows 
and 


platforms of the coaches until over- 
come. The bullets of the attackers 
are said to have caused the majoiitj 
of the- deaths among the -passengers. 


The charge .that a- Catholic priest 


directed the attack against the train 
was made by Batricio iv-JViUalobos • of 
Tepic, a passenger in second class 
coach, who was among the wounded 
brought to Mexico City. This priest, he 
said, rode around the-scene'of combat 
in an automobile. Another priest he 
charged, boarded the train after .the 
military escort had been silenced, or- 
dering his men to kill all passengers 
suspected of being soldiers. 


Villalobos had one leg shattered. H. 


escaped death in the fire through the 
assistance of a woman and Sergeant 
Isidro Anduaga. one of the survivor* 
of the military escort. 


Sergeant Anduaga with five soldiers, 


fought from the military car until hN 
comrades were killed. Then unable to 
prevent the rebels from entering the 
car, he dropped to the floor, shamming 
death . The rebels entered and knifed 
the bodies. 


REMOVE 51 BODIES 


Fifty-one bodies and 33 injured per 


sons had been taken Thursday from 
charred coaches of the train. 


A statement issued from the presi- 


dential office charged "Catholic rebels" 
with responsibility for the attack, as- 
serting that three 
Catholic priests 


were among the leaders. It said Sec- 
retary of War Amaro had ordered "the 
required measures for an

pursuit of the priests who .received 
their instructions from the episcopate 
of Mexico City. 


Almost without warning the train 


was stopped in a lonely region, and a 
group of bandits or rebels, estimated 
at SCO to 1,000 men, hastily disposed of 
the military guard, poured oil and gas- 
oline on the coaches as the passen- 
gers looked on helpless and soon the 
coaches were a mass of flames.

U, S, FORGES FIRE ON 
NIGARAGUANS AFTER 
ATTAGKJN VILLAGE 


Three Members of Band Are 


Killed—No Casualties for 
Americans 


Managua, Nicaragua —(/P)— Amer- 


ican naval forces in Nicaragua, after 
having been fired at on three differ- 
ent'occasions Tuesday and Tuesday- 
night, came into conflict late Wed- 
nesday afternoon with an armed band 
carrying red Hags and wearing red 
bands on..their hats. Three members 
of 'the-'band were -found dead: 'after 
the "reds" retired. The Americans 
suffered' no casuallties. 
' The bands swooped down on the 
village of Posoltega, near Chichigalpa, 
in an attempt to capture it in defi- 
ance of the orders of the American 
authorities forbidding fighting within 
2,000 yards of a railroad. They were 
routed by 24 bluejackets. 


Kagarote, one the railroad north- 


west of Managua, was the scene of 
one of Tuesday night's attacks. Amer- 
ican marine guards were fired on by 
a band of 30 men, also with red flags 
and red hatbands, his band held up 
a passenger train, much to the alarm 
of native passengers. The marines or- 
dered the "reds" away, and it was as 
the train was pulling out that the 
band fired. 


There was an exchange for shots 


between marines' and a small detach- 
ment described as liberals, after the 
detachment engaged a few conserva- 
tives at Chichigalpa, but there were 
no casualties. 


A marine guard on a train with 


conservative reinforcements was fir- 
ed when the train arrived at Xagar- 
ote early Wednesday morning.

the highway department, the special 
legislative committee will go into ex- 
ecutive session Thursday night, p 
paratory to announcing a reopening of 
its investigation, it was said Thurs- 
day. 


Committee members intimated that 


the governor would be called to testi- 
fy before the group, in view of his 
statements contained in a special mes- 
sage to the legislature last week. Oth- 
ers expected to be called are Senator 
Blanchard, Edgerton, and Assembly- 
man Trembath, Hurley. The legislative 
committee recently conducted a probe 
into highway department conditions 
following the removal of James T. 
Donaghey as chief engineer, succeeded 
by H. J. Kuelllng. Several witnesses 
were called and all testimony was sub- 
mitted to the legislature. 


In his special message the chief ex- 


ecutive declared that investigation was 
"disgracefully one-sided and deplor- 
ably incomplete." 
He also charged 


that the committee refused to permit 
the highway commissioner to be rep- 
resented by counsel and that "the re- 
sult of the investigation makes it dif- 
ficult to believe that this was done for 
any other purpose than to shield cer- 
tain complaining witnesses from em- 
barrassing cross-examination.*'

"Is to promote reforestation 
and selective logging, and at the same 
timo to relieve northern counties fiom 
the clespeiate financial situation in 
which they Mind themselves because 
more than a million acres of cutover 


d* me tax-delinquent. It Is mod- 


oiled after the forest taxation laus of 
Michigan. 


"Under this bill any owner of land 


who intends to go into forestry, in- 
cluding the owner of a farm wood lot. 
may apply to the conservation com- 
mission to have lite lands classified 
as "foiest crop lands." The commis- 
sion is to grant such application if 
i', is satisfied that these lands can be 
better used for forestry than for an> 
other purpose. 
After being so class- 


ified, such lands may not be used (or 
any other purpose, unless the con- 
son ation commission shall later tind 
that they can better be used for some- 
thing else, or until the owner shall 
wish to withdraw them from 
this 


classification, which he can do only 
upon paying up all taxes 
assessed 


thereon during tho intervening years. 


STATE PAYS TAX 


"Forest crop lands are to be assess- 


ed and taxed annually on the same 
basis as other property, but the tax 
Is to be paid by the state and not the 
owner. This will insure to the coun- 
ties. towns an-1 school districts where- 
in these lands ho. lovenuo needei! for 
local purposes and will relieve them 
from the difficulties in which they 
now find themselves because no ta:^ei 
arc being paid upon most of the cut- 
over lands. 


"The owners of forest crop lands 


are to pay taxes theion to the state 
on two bases. 
They must annually 


pay 10 cents per acre as acreage tax, 
and must in addition pt-y a severance 
tax •whenever merchantable timber is 
cut, not exceeding 10 per cent in any 
case. These taxes are payable direct- 
ly to the state, to reimburse the state

RELIGIOUS BAR REMOVED 


A notable and large contribution to-re- 


'ligious tolerance in the United States is 
contained in the written exchange be- 
'tween Mr. Charles C. Marshall, promi- 
nent New York lawyer and Episcopalian, 
and Governor Alfred E. Smith of New 
'York state. The incident is of national 
importance, because for the first time it 
brings into the open the 
question of 


the fitness of a Roman Catholic for high 
public office and particularly for the pres- . 
idency. It lifts the discussion out ot the 
muck of prejudice, innuendo and assump- 
tion and raises it to the high plane of can- 
dor and reason. The country is indebted 
•tp_Mr. Marshall for presenting the ques- 
tion in the Atlantic Monthly, for it has 
afforded Governor Smith an opportunity 
to deal frankly and thoroughly with the 
subject, and to place himself above the 
•reach of vulgar criticism and ignorant at- 
'tack. 


Governor Smith in his answer to the 


•Marshall article denies first of all that 
'the Catholic church makes, or ever can 
make, claim to temporal power in the 
[United States. He says: "I believe that 
no tribunal of any church has any power 
Jto make any decrees of any force in the 
law of the land other than to establish 
the status of its own communicants with- 
in its own church." He holds explicitly 
that the church is subordinate to the 
state, and that should there be a conflict 
of duty as between a papal decree or 
church regulation and his obligations as 
chief magistrate of the nation, the latter 
would be superior and would prevail. No 
more can be asked of any citizen ot any 
faith. So far as Mr. Smith is concerned, it 
removes completely his Catholicism as a 
bar to the presidency. 


But it does even more than that, for it 


brings out into daylight a political dis- 
crimination against Catholics which has 
always existed and which deserves to be 
'disposed of in the manner so courageous- 
ly and honorably displayed by Governor 
Smith. If his view of the relations be- 
.tween church and state, and of the super- 
iority of state" over church in this country, 
is the" view of Catholics generally and is 
specifically approved by aspirants to the 
presidency, the religious bar to that office 
"is finally removed. It is open to all re- 
gardless of religious belief, a fact greatly 
to be desired, both in the interest of our 
political advancement and of true re- 
ligious tolerance. It is remarkable that 
the issue has never been forced to in- 
telligent discussion and disposition long, 
before this. Had it been done, we should 
have avoided many years of unworthy 
subterfuge, prejudice, misunderstanding 
and discrimination, to the detriment of 
our religious, social and political life. 


A SALUTARY CASE 


On the complaint of Louis Schoepke, 


Chicago & Northwestern fireman, Al 
Hillman, an Appletoa bus driver, was 
fined $25 and costs in municipal court here 
for failure to stop at a railroad crossing. 
It was a commendable thing for Schoepke 
to make this complaint and have the of- 
fender punished. The law requires bus 
drivers to come to a full stop at unpro- 
tected railroad crossings, and at is a law 
.which should be enforced to the letter. 
Every driver of a public conveyance who 
fails to obey it should be dealt with se- 
verely. The fine in the Hillman case 
could belter have been SiOO. \Vhcn a man 
is so thoughtless of the lives of others 
entrusted to his care as to deliberately 
subject them to grave peril, he should be 
taught a lesson he will not forget. As a 
natter of fact, Hillman's bus narrowly 
escaped collision with a Chicago & 
^Northwestern passenger train. Only the 
prompt action o£ the engine crew averted 
disaster. 


Evcrv row and then we read oi heavy 


loss of life in bus accidents, some of 
which arc due to careless driving and 
others to failure to observe traffic regu- 
lation*. 
Not a few collisions with 


trains have occurred in which there 
was 
deplorable loss of life. 
Any 


person, whether n member of a train 
crew, passenger or observer who reports 
the failure of a bus to &top at a railroad 
crossing, and causes the prosecution of 
the driver, will be doing both the driver 
and the public a service. 
He will save 


human lives, and possibly the driver from 
going to prison. Laws designed to com- 
pel common carriers to operate with the 
maximum safety to their patrons must be 
rigidly enforced. 


MR. MACDONALD'S VISIT 


Ramsay MacDonald, 
British labor 


leader and head of the first and only labor 
ministry England has had, is in the Unit- 
ed States on a vacation. Mr. MacDon- 
ald's visit to this country has aroused 
interest and enthusiasm, and it promises 
to be in the nature of a triumphal entry. 
The former prime minister is undoubted- 
ly the ablest political leader labor has yet 
produced. His record as prime minister 
and secretary for foreign affairs, both of 
which posts he held simultaneously, was 
one of distinction. He showed real states- 
manship in the handling of international 
problems, which at that time were com- 
plicated and delicate. There was almost 
flat disagreement between England and 
France over peace policies and German 
treaty obligations, and. their relations 
were strained. MacDonald in his mem- 
orable conferences with M. Herriot laid 
the basis for an understanding, which in 
the end led to accord and joint action. 


Just at this moment the future of Mr. 


MacDonald's career is in. the balance. He 
has alienated a" -portion of the labor 
element by his condemnation of the gen- 
eral strike and by counseling the unions 
to more moderate action, following the all 
but disastrous termination of the last two 
great strikes. Although frankly a social- 
ist, he has been criticised for not approv- 
ing extreme socialist demands. The fact, 
however, that the political situation in 
England is again favorable to labor, and 
that recent by-elections indicate a swing 
in that direction, rivets attention on Mr. 
MacDonald and the possibility of his be- 
ing called to form a second labor minis- 
try. There have been rumors of Mr. 
MacDonald's ill health and the possibility 
of his political retirement. These rumors 
are discounted by those who know him 
well and who are in a position to judge of 
his ambitions and purposes. The defeat 
recently of Mr. MacDonald for re-elec- 
tion as treasurer of the labor party was 
more symptomatic than serious. It re- 
flects temporary irritation, which would 
be likely to pass entirely in the face of a 
political crisis and opportunity. 


Mr. MacDonald's life story is of ab- 


sorbing interest. His rise to power from 
humble origin, though not from poverty 
and the actual ranks of labor as is oftea 
represented, is nevertheless an extraordi- 
nary episode. 
His attainment of the 


premiership so soon following his un- 
popular opposition to England's partici- 
pation in the World war forcefully il- 
lustrates the tremendous social and polit- 
ical changes that- have taken place in 
Great Britain in the last ten years. They 
are more far reaching in their significance 
than those which mark the post-war peri- 
od in the"United States. Mr. MacDonald 
is a writer ot no mean reputation and a 
great lover of books, and there is every 
reason to believe we shall have something 
of importance from his pen before the 
close of his life.

Till-; MEANING OF IMMUNITY 


Most people know that an individual rarely can 


have measles a second time. As a rule an instance 
of a bccond or even a third attack of measles 
arouses doubt as to the accuracy of tho diagnosis. 
Still, it is readily conceivable, to the medical mind, 
that now and then measles may recur. Tho reason 
for this is that wo know immunity Is always a rel- 
ative state, whether natural (present at birth) or 
acquired, and never, so far as tho diseases of man 
are concerned, an absolute condition. 


Goats are naturally immune to tuberculosis, but 


now and then tuberculosis ccts somebody's goat. 
The eoat* {.Immunity is only relative, not absolute. 


Absolute immunity, ajrainst any disease is hardly 


conceivable. Such a .state seems as impossible, to 
the 
medical 
mind, as a nonstop airplane flight 


around tho wot Id, yet not quite so impossible as a 
giraffe. 


Long 
before Jenncr discovered vaccination the 


country people believed that one who had had cow- 
pox would not catch smallpox when exposed to it. 
and indeed Dorsetshire farmers wore innoculatiii? 
themsmelves and their children with cowpox for 
-0 or 30 years before Jenncr's time, because they 
believed the comparatively mild cowpox conferred 
immunity against the dangerous and 
disfiguring 
smallpox. 


Xot only is immunity relative in degree, but it 


is generally a variable quantity. 
The 
immunity 


conferred by an attack of measles probably grad- 
ually diminishes in quantity with the passing of 
years, and thus eventually the individual may again 
have measles if exposed to a heavy or virulent in- 
fection. 


.The immunity conferred by an attack of smallpox 


or by vaccination certainly diminishes gradually 
wth the passing of years, though probably it is 
never entirely lost. When .the immunity falls below 
the threshhold. then the 'individual may again be 
susceptible to smallpox. There can be no definite 
duration determined for the protective immunity. It 
s as likely to be 20 years as it is seven or nine or 
three. 


A vast amount of idle and rather vaporous .stuff 


las been written and uttered, even by persons pur- 
>orting to be health authorities or medical authori- 
ties, about this and that factor or influence "low- 
ering resistance." This is pure bunk, even though 
t sound like science." A vapid theory conjured up 
o heln the old fogies out of a rather embarrassing 
situation. Alas, for the theory, all the scientific evi- 
dence tends rather to show that the factors or in- 
fluences which presumedly "lower resistance," ac- 
ualiy have no effect on immunity, notably fatigue, 
exposure to cold, dampness or wet. 


Certain diseases, such as influenza and luns fever 


[lobar pneumonia), putatively leave the victim, if 
he recovers, with less immunity than" he had before. 


5 think this because these diseases so often re- 


cur, in some instances not once but repeatedly. In 
nfluenza a characteristic absence of leucocytocls 
white blood corpuscles recruiting) bears out this 
riew. but not so in pneumonia, for as a rule, there 
s a marked increase in the white 'corpuscles of the 
pneumonia patient, that is. if the patient is mak- 
ng a good fight and going to recover. If the pa- 
tient is an old boozer his leucocytes do not mobilize 
and he passes out without a struggle—no resistance.

hemist In his laboratory they were

lolygamy, although there -s little or 
no evidence that they intended so to 
do.The underlying principle of what 
hey were attempting to accomplish,

•nd both marriage and divorce have'

UNDER THE OLD REGIME 


Under the old regime in. Russia 


•when a girl or woman married she 
irerely transferred herself from the 
authority of her father to that ot a 
lusband, and the authority in both 
cases was virtually absolute. The wife 
lad no rights which the husband did 
iot choose to bestow upon her. She 
lad to live wherever he decided to 
establish their domicile. She had only 
an insignificant right in his-or their 
mutual property, and unless he nam- 
ed her his heir in his will the bulk 
of tho property reverted, to his fam- 


ily. If she left him, the law returned 
her to him, just as much bis chattel 
as a slave. Without his permission 
she could not procure a passport. 
When they were married, the man 
said to the woman, "I take you for 
my wife; you must honor me." 


But under the Soviet constitution 


men have no rights that are not en- 
joyed by women, and this' for poli- 
tics, for business, for industry, and 
for the home. Marriage has "been de- 
creed to be a voluntary association 
In which the women says, in effect, 
•I become your wife of my own free 
will, but give you no authority over 
me." 


Whatever property the wife had 


before marriage remains hers. She 
takes her husband's name, or retains 
her own, Just as she elects. She may 
maintain a separate 
establishment, 


if she desires to do so, and is able". 
And when she decides that the time 
has come to give friend husband the 
air she can secure a divorce as read- 
ily as a birth certificate can be got'in 
this'country. 


A couple desiring Ho sever their 


matrimonial ties do not have to 30 
through court proceedings 
that in- 


clude the f:l:ng of a suit and a trial 
or hearing in which one 01 the other 
must establis.li grounds for divorce. 
They do not have to sue or to give 
any grounds. The mere fact that they 
want a divorce is sufficient cause" for 
granting it, and there is no washing 
of dirty family linen for the- edifi- 
cation of a morbid-minded public- 
There is no graft for detectives who 
get divorce evidence, and theie are no 
fees for divorce lawyers. There arc no 
sensational. stories for the newspa- 
pers, no material for the news pho- 
tographers who get pictures in s,pitc 
of alt that may be done to circumvent 
them.

SIGN ON AND THEN.SIGN OFF 
As a matter of fact, the Russian 


marriage- and divorce system is es- 
sentially one of signing on and sign- 
ing off. No ceremony is'required to 
validate a marriage. Those who pre- 
fer to observe the amenities and for- 
malities of life do,, of course, have a 
marriage ceremony, but it is not nec- 
essary so far as the legality of the 
affair, is concerned. 


Registering as husband and wife at 


a hotel 5s in effect an entirely legal 
ceremony. So, also, is the mere living 
together of a man and a .woman. A 
youth „ and a maiden become inter- 
ested in each other, they court each 
other, and then one fine day . she 
moves into his living quarters or he 
transfers his belongings to her,men- 
age, and thereby they .arc . married.

HISTORY OF BARLEY 


IN BADGER STATE IS 


TRACEDJY EXPERT 


Manshury Variety Brought to 


America .and Wisconsin by 
German in 1861 


Madison— <A>)~Through all recorded 


history, barley has been an important 
food but modern, high producing var 
ictlcs are relatively 
recent develop 


ments. . Howard E. Jamison makes 
this statement in an article appearing 
in the Wisconsin Agriculturist after a 
survey of the crop's development. 


Barley was a common crop in early 


China, he says, and because of its 
hardiness is grown 
farther ' north 


than any other grain. 


"The barley that was to revolution- 


ize the growing of this cereal in Wis- 
consin and America was first grown 
in Wisconsin in "1862, near Mifflin, 
Iowa-co. It was at this time and place 
that Harmann Grunow seeded a small 
amount of the six-rowed Manshury 
barley. He had obtained the 
seed 


while on a visit to Germany in 1S61 
from Ferdinand Duehlke a friend who 
was gardener to the emperor at Sans 
Souci, and later director of the agri 
cultural sphool at Potsdam. Duehlke 
asserted that -this barley had the 
heaviest yield of any known in Ger- 
many and was also superior for malt- 
ing purposes. 
It had been brought 


there from Mandschrey, a mountain- 
ous region of eastern Asia from which 
its name was derived. 


"The first year he grew this barley, 


1862, 
Grunow experienced the misfor- 


tune of having it 'destroyed by a 
neighbor's cattle. But the following 
year several heads of the barley grew 
out of the wreck and this apprent 
hardiness, combined with the excel 
lent rooting habits and rosy promises 
noticed before its destruction the pre 
vious year, convinced him that this 
was truly a superior barley. He sent 
to Germany for another sample of 
the seed which he sowed in a small 
plot in comparison with a dozen or 
more other varieties which he was 
able to obtain and which were highly 
recommended by their advocates. 


"The Manshury barley produced 


bushels from one pound of seed, while 
only one other variety exceeded 
a 


peck from the same amount of seed 
on the same area of ground. This 
convinced Grunow that the Manshury 
barley was superior. 


"A small sample of this barley was 


donated to the university by Mr. Gru- 
now in 1872 and was seeded in plots 
in comparison with several other var- 
ieties. Its yield that year was 32.7 
bushels an acre, which excelled the 
Probsteier,'grown from seed obtained 
from-Germany, by 9.5 bushels. The 
superiority of the six-rowed Manshury 
barley over other varieties, all • two- 
rowed, was proven in tests made dur- 
ing the next seven years. An average 
yield of 48.9 bushels an acre was ob- 
tained on this variety, including one 
year of near failure. 


"Then in 1SSO. from the first exper- 


imental farm report prepared by 
A .Henry, who had just been apoint- 
ed professor of agriculture and chem- 
istry to-succeed Daniells, we find that 
the Manshury barley yielded S2.2 bush- 
els. Some heads measured more than 
eight inches in length and bore 50 to 
60 grains. This was apparently a ban- 
ner year for barley, as the Common 
Scotch yielded 66.9 and the Probsteier 
59 bushels an acre. 


RIPENED EARLIER 
"It was noted by Professor Daniells 


that the ^Manshury ripened 
slightly 


earlier than the other varieties and in 
1876 
it suffered very little from .rust 


and the attacks of chinch bugs, which 
practically ruined all other varieties. 
That year it yielded 49.6 Jnishels com- 
pared to 29.6 for Common Scotch, sec- 
ond highest, and 9.2 for Chevalier, the 
lowest; 


"During this.early period the-uni- 


versity experimental farm devoted 4 al- 
most all its attention to comparisons 
of varieties and to fertilizer tests. 
When W. A.' Henry took charge of the 
farm in June 18SO. he 
immediately 


sought to 'distribute more effectively 
these superior varieties of barley, as 
well as other small grains, to farmers 
of the state. One effective method 
which he employed was the offering of 
small lots of the seed as prizes at the 
numerous agricultural fairs ' which 
were held in the state at that time. 


"Early records and correspondence 


with the department of agriculture at 
Washington indicate quite concluslve- 
y that Hermann Grunow was the first 
grower and distributor of Manshury 
jarley in this country. The University 
of Wisconsin Experimental farm was 
he second distributor and the United 
States Department of Agriculture the 
third. 


"With the coming of R -A. Moore to 


the coliesa in 1835, plant breeding and 
the development of improved strains 
of Wisconsin's cereal grains found 
heir real start. A visit by Professor 
Moore to Willct M. Hayes at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota revealed to him 
he possibilities of improving the- cx-j 
sting varieties through selection and 
cross-fertilization, as Hays was then! 
doing with wheat.

culture department and "cooperation 
with the people of Wisconsin in the 
hope of bringing about something bet- 
ter for those who carry the burden of 
Wisconsin's farm industry." 


The duties of the commissioner

agriculture "are so onerous and diver- 
sified that anyone who assumes them 
may feel, as I do, the enormity of the 
task before him and the limitation o: 
ability to cope with the problems that 
are involved." the new commissioner 
said in a recent statement. 


He said that "in addition to the 


grave responsibilities which the com- 
missioner must assume, in the duties 
prescribed by law and the policy he 
inaugurates, he finds himself confront- 
ed with a mass of purely adminis- 
trative duties which cannot be avoid- 
ed."

rectly to the proper utilization of our 
land resources and in turn to the pro- 
duction and marketing problem of the 
farms.

Ratzlaff. 
Moravian missionaries 'in 


Chctzcshan, Chahar district, northern 
China, and dated Match 13. 1927. the 
letter 
describes - the continuation of 


the peaceful actn ities of the mission- 
aries in that locality, and the routine 
family life •vsluch to a certain extent 
continues unmolested. Kodak pictures 
are enclosed showing the childien hap- 
pily at play, though wearing Chinese 
sandals for lack of the American foot- 
wear. 


The writers of the letter have been 


in China for the labt five years. an<2 
with their labots so apparently un- 
availing they express grave misgivings 
over the outcome of the present dis- 
tuibances. "China." 
they 
say, "has 


gone through great changes since we 
aie up here. It looks rather dark at 
times. It seems they would like to 
diivc out the foreigners, and in sofne 
places they have succeeded. There are 
many anti-Christian and anti-foreign 
societies. They arc especially bitter 
against the British. They have not 
reached xis yet—guess we are too far 
in the wilds." 


"Last August." the letter continues, 


"we had much confusion and disorder 
here for some time. About 10.000 re- 
treating soldiers were here and robbed 
and killed to their hearth' 
content. 


Rifles were cracking all around 
us 


and1-people killed. They tried to get 
in heie and also threatened to take 
our lives; still our compound \%as the 
only place that was not looted.

had many refugees in our yard, and 
many people fled into the mountains. 
These poor people are surely to be 
pitied. They are oppressed on every 
side. These soldiers instead of being 
their

state legislators, are detrimental to the 
prison system and should be condemn- 
ed by all citizens, Warden-Oscar Lee 
_of the state prison told members of 
the Kiwanls club at the regular meet- 
Ing Wednesday noon at Hotel Con- 
way. 
Mr. Lee said labor statistics 


proved that prison labor does not 
compete with outside labor, thus kill 
Ing the strongest argument of those 
.demanding its. abolition. 
He said a 


system which forced the prisoner to 
sit around all day doing nothing, Is 
far worse than hard labor. 


Wisconsin has one of the few state 


prisons where all men are busy con- 
tinuously and still no man is worked 
beyond .what he can do well. The 
attempt to take prison-made goods 
off the market is based on so-called 
competition. The biggest product by 
far at Waupun Is hosiery yet there is 
jio competition there and less with 
other products. Statistics show that 
less than 3-10 of one per cent of the 
hosiery made Is made in prisons and 
no merchant would consider that as 
competition, Mr. Lee said. 


The complaint that diseased men 


often make wearing apparel also is 
•untrue, he said. Each man who en- 
ters the- prison is given a thorough 
examination and a diseased man is 
not alowcd to work on clothing. Stat- 
istics show that In no case do the 
men do moro than 65 per cent of the 
labor that a free worker do"es, disprov- 
ing-the statement that the men arc 
overworked. 


Through the work of Chester Allen, 


field director 
of the 
University of 


Wisconsin extension division and for- 
mer district representative at Apple- 
ton, prisoners at Waupun and Green 
Bay take correspondence courses from 
tl:e< state university.
